Expect that Canada WIIl Soon be 
Ahead of U.S, in Production 
Newsprint production in Canada 
amounted io 914,820 tons in-the nine 
months ended October Ist, according 
io a report issued by the Government 
Bureau of Statisties.

The Dominion, the report poluts out, 
is ‘rapidly reducing the lead of the 
United States in newsprint production. 
‘The output of the United States was 
only 184,897 tons more than Canada 
in ihe first nine months of 1928, as 
against 270,246 tons greater output ror 
the same period of 1922, nt Seplem- 
ber, Cannuda produced 102,486 tons 
while the United Stutes mills produe- 
cd 110,209 tons.

The relation of the existent ape to 
man probably is that of a cousin, Dr. 
Herdlecka said, the two having sprung 
from branches of the same family hun- 


dreds of thousands of years ago, “If . 


we went tar cnough back, however, 
both probably would be found to have 
had their origin in the state of a-sim- 
ple, double molecule,” he added, 

While some sort of anthropoid or 
man-lilkke ape probably was the precur- 
sor of the present human race, Dr. 
Tlerdlecka said there must have been 
a transition period during which man 
existed in various grades down to the 
animal state. “The distance between 
the lowest form of man and the high- 
est form ol ape, however, is too great 
even to be passed by mutation,’*’ he 
declared.
